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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements filed October 9, 2003, August 12, 2005 
and August 17, 2005 have been made of record and the references cited therein have 
been considered by the examiner. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of the invention of Group I (claims 1-24) in the reply filed on 
July 21 , 2005 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Accordingly, claims 25-30 
are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn 
to a nonelected invention. 

An action on the merits to the elected invention follows hereinafter: 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ishibiki 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,855,108). 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

In regard to claims 1-24, Ishibiki et al. teach a hood member 37 for an 
endoscope having a projecting portion 38 and an endoscope fixing portion 39 (see 
Figures 2 and 3). The projecting portion 38 is shaped like a flower petal so as to project 
frontward in the view from the end portion 17 of the endoscope and endoscope fixing 
portion 39 is formed to have an inner diameter that is the same as or slightly smaller 
than the outer diameter of the end portion 17 (see col. 5, lines 53-60). The endoscope 
fixing portion 39 is also formed to be deformable, and thus the end portion 17 can be 
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press-fitted into the endoscope fixing portion 39 (see col. 5, lines 58-63). Projecting 
portion 38 is provided with convex portion A, B, C and D, and concave portions, E, F, G 
and H (see Figures 3 and 4), so as to provide a larger projecting length from the 
observing optical system. Ishibiki et al. also teach alternate embodiments where a 
portion 243a of the edge of the protruding portion 238 extends into the observation view 
area 47 of the endoscope (see col. 10, lines 3-10 and Figure 10; see also Figure 12 and 
col. 10, lines 45-60). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Applicant should note the following prior art references disclosing 
end caps or hood for endoscopes: Ishibiki (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0260149); Ishibiki (U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0267092); 
Moriyama (U.S. Patent No. 6,916,284) and Berry, Jr., (U.S. Patent No. 4,825,259).
